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The Total Lunar Eclipse. 

It is characteristic of the earth 
and the seven other planets that 
they -are all revolving about the 
sun in nearly the same plane. It 
is characteristic of the moon that 
she ig revolving about the earth in 
a plane which varies from that of 
the earth by about five degrees. 

If the moon moved in the same 
plane, she would eclipse the sun at 
every new moon and be eclipsed 
by falling into the earth’s shadow 
at every full moon. Both kinds 
of eclipses are usually escaped by 
the fact that the moon’s nodes, or 
points of intersection with the 
earth’s plane, are commonly at 
points in her orbit which do not 
lie in a straight line with the 
earth and the sun. But when in 
crossing the earth’s plane the 
moon happens to be in a straight 
line with the sun and the earth, 
then the sun is eclipsed if it be 
new moon, or the moon is eclipsed 
if it be full moon. 

Lunar or solar eclipses usually 
occur about six months apart, be¬ 
cause the three bodies concerned 
tend at such intervals to form in a 
straight line. Hence the total 
lunar eclipse of last April, seen 
from the other hemisphere, is now 
to be repeated the night of Thurs¬ 
day, Oct. 16, In Boston and New 
York the earth’s shadow will be¬ 
gin to fall upon (he moon at about 
11 :20; at about 12:20 the total 
phase begins, and this continues 
till 1:50; at about 2:50 the entire 
shadow has moved off. In Chica¬ 
go all will be an hour earlier; in 
Denver, two hours; in San Fran¬ 
cisco, three hours. This is the 
great and only remarkable celes 
tial phenomenon of the present 
year. Hence it should be careful¬ 
ly observed and its features noted. 

Certain contrasts between solar 
and lunar eclipses are worthy of 
remark. 

First, an eclipse of the sun is 
due to tbe action of an intervenin 
body, an eclipse of the moon to 
the action of an intervening shad, 
ow; namely, that of the earth. 

Secondly, during an eclipse of 
the sun the suu’s light is cut off 
from right to left, or from west to 
east, because of the moon’s prog¬ 
ress past the sun; but in an 
eclipse of the moon the light is 
cut off from left to right, or from 
east to svest, because of the moon’s 
entrance into the earth’s shadow. 

Thirdly, the total phase of a 
solar eclipse is seen ouly within 
very narrow limits, that of two 
years ago being visible within a 
path only fifty miles wide, stretch¬ 
ing from Now Orleans to Norfolk; 
the total phase of a, lunar eclipse 
may be witnessed from ocean to 
ocean. 

Fourthly, the total phase of a 
solar eclipse never continues more 
than a few minutes, that of 1900 


total phase of a lunar eclipse may 
■be measured by hours, that of this 
mouth continuing an hour and a 
half. 

Fifthly, during a total eclipse of 
the sun that body entirely disap¬ 
pears, ouly the surrounding co¬ 
rona being seen; during a total 
eclipse of the moon that body is 
always faintly soon, Ovving to 
some of the sun’s rays being bent 
about through the earth’s atmos¬ 
phere and thrown back upon the 
moon. 


It is very apparent that, when 
from the earth’s surface we are 
witnessing an eclipse of the moon, 
very different phenomena would 
be observed if one could be station¬ 
ed at the sun or the moon. Let it 
be recalled that, when the moon is 
eclipsed, sun, earth, and moon are 
in a straight line, with the earth 
in the middle. ‘If, then, one were 
looking from the sun, there would 
be nothing spectacular to greet his 
vision. He would simply watch the 
moon glide about behind the earth, 
Where it would remain concealed 
for an hour and a half, when it 
would emerge at the earth’s oppo¬ 
site side and so continue to pursue 
its course round about that planet. 
This phenomenon would simply 
be an obscuration of the moon by 
the earth, But, if one were locat¬ 
ed upon the moon, the apparition 
would be resplendent with glory 
and wonder. To dwellers upon the 
moon the earth would hang in the 
sky as the moon itself appears to 
us. Only, it would present itself 
there with a diameter ne'arly four 
times that of our moon, and a con¬ 
sequent area of disc enlarged four¬ 
teen times. The earth as seen 
from the moon would thus appear, 
very much larger than the sun it¬ 
self, indeed, by far the largest 
body In the heavens. 

Now at the time when we are 
observing an eclipse of the moon 
here, if we were on the moon, we 
should be observing an eclipse of 
the sun. Watching steadfastly, 
we should see the great earth’s 
disc encroaching upon the sun’s 
face more and more until it had 
entirely concealed it from view; 
and then, owing to its immense 
size, it would pass on, covering all 
the brightest part of the corona 
and much of the fainter part as 
well, until a point of maximum 
darkness would be reached. 

The spectacle then would be 
something marvelous. At mid¬ 
day, where the brilliant sun ought 
to be seen would be instead the 
vast circle of the earth, absolutely 
black, while everywhere else 
throughout the heavens stars 
would be gleaming like diamonds 
without the intervention of the 
slightest mist or even atmosphere. 
Alt about the earth’s circle would 
be seen a faint halo of light, the 
twilight rim, brighter in places 
than in others, owing to atmos¬ 
pheric conditions, through which 
the sun’s radiance could be faintly 
discerned, and pencils of pearllike 
lory would be seen darting off 
into space from the sun’s outer 
corona. This period of totality 
would last for an hour and a half, 
affording ample opportunity for 
the most extended observations on 
the part of astronomers. 

Whether, therefore, we watch 
through the earth’s atmosphere, or 
jn imagination take our station 
elsewhere in the resplendent uni

Three Great Navigator*. 

To review the work of Columbus 
Without referring to that of Vespucius 
and Magellan would leave the story of 
new sea and world discovery discon¬ 
nected and incomplete. This will be 
patent when it is remembered that, 
though a believer in the rotundity of 
the earth, It was not Columbus, but 
Magellan, who first physically demom 
strnted that t fact by circumnavigation. 
’And Magellan might have failed but 
for the previous work of Vespucius. 
The latter had explored the Atlantic 
coast of South America farther south 
than any of his predecessors and the 
south Atlantic ocean eastward to the 
islands of South Georgia, nearly to the 
parallel of Cape Horn. 

By this journey Vespucius demon¬ 
strated with a considerable degree of 
certainty that the strait, which had 
for some years been looked for, lead¬ 
ing to the elusive unknown sea that 
bounded the eastern coast of Asia, was 
not to be found through the new lands 
of the west north of 54 degrees south 
at all events. The mouth of the Ama¬ 
zon, the bays of Rio Janeiro and of the 
La Plata had been explored and were 
.found to contain fresh water, so that 
through none of these could an en¬ 
trance to the unknown sea on the far¬ 
ther west be found.
